AN ENDANGERED SPECIES” | 


It is seldom our privilege to present a panel of 
concerned and dedicated individuals with a common 
interest in an important cause coupled with singularly 
unusual film footage and still pictures, These eve- 
nings will be such occasions. All three men, in their 
different yet similar ways, are firmly involved in the 


fate of the California sea otter, an admirable aquatic 


mammal, which currently is the object of discussion 
and dissension in conservation circles, These meet- 
ings. will be an enlightenment. _ 

‘Mr. Vandevere was engaged in part- time research 
on the biology of the sea otter from October 1968 
through June 1969 which was funded by the Owings 
Foundation. Since July of 1969 to date he has been 


on a full-time schedule on the same subject through 


a grant made available by the Hopkins Marine Sta- 
tion. Mr. Vandevere is considered by many as the 
world’s. leading authority in this field. 

Dr. Mattison, a physician and surgeon practicing 
in Salinas, has been photographing and observing the 
California sea otter for the past 15 years. A skilled 
diver and underwater photographer — in fact a 
general outdoorsman — he is a member of the 
American Association for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence and of the Society of Mammalogists. 

Mr. Bryan, an Attorney-at-Law in Salinas, became 
more. than casually involved with the California spe- 
cies of otter about four years ago through his interest 
in scuba diving and his friendship with Dr. Mattison. 
The latter’s collection of pictures was a challenge 
which Mr. Bryan wished to emulate and it was when 
he began photographing, this enchanting animal that 


he jeamad how difficult it was to capture on film. 
In the interim and in addition to still pictures he has 
shot and work-printed some 20,000 feet of film of 
the otter and its activities. He progressed from sur- 
face motion pictures. to footage underwater. The re- 
sults are arresting. Mr. Bryan has had his work shown 
nationally on television and he has worked with 
Ji acques Cousteau’s crew on the Calypso in Monterey 
Bay in an effort to photograph the sea otter, as well 
as with the Wolper Productions of Los Angeles
